As to the Depot. 


Editor Constitutlon—Much has been said and 
written concerning a new depot for Atlanta 
and the best location for it, and through the 
influences that will be brought to bear, if a 
new depot is ever built, it will no doubt oc- 
cupy the site of the present old carshed, not 
because the site {s big enough or especially de- 
sirable from any standpoint, but simply be- 
cause Atlanta and Atlantians don’t seem big 
enough to get away from old land marks and 
spread out where there is room and better ac- 
commodations to be had, and just on this 
point Il want to say tHat this is one of the 
peculiarities of Atlanta that strikes one who 
travels over the country and compares Atlanta 
with other cities of like size and pretention; 
that is, that everything in Atlanta, in a bus- 
iness way, must be crammed right into one Ht- 
tle section of a few blocks right around the 
depot. Why is this? and how long will At- 
lanta, supposedly broad and progressive in 
other ways, stick to this policy? It is not 
best for the city or its people. It makes rents 
exhorbitant in that section, while good property 
within a few blocks is almost worthless from 
a business standpoint. It cramps and daufts 
business and the facilities for doing business 
to the extent that no doubt many with moderate 
means who would like to go into business are 
prohibited from doing so simply because they 
cannot secure adequate quarters in this lim- 
ited area, or pay the exhorbitant rents demand- 
ed, at the same time those that are there 
are cramped and sandwitched to such an ex- 
tent that there is hardly a decent frontage— 
say on Whitehall street. Just in the same way 
that a few giant factories don’t make a town, 
a few sky-scrapers don’t make a city; but it 
is the many and diversified interests that.make 
both and should be fostered. 

Why not spread out and give everybody a 
chance? Other'citles of half of the population 
and business of Atlanta have miles of good 
business blocks—why not Atlanta? It is ob- 
vious that the neucleus of the town started 
around the depot, and that {s why, no doubt, 
it seems to be “‘going to seed’’ in that section, 
but it seems to me a few new blocks of 
‘ground floors’’ would be more desirable than 
sO many top stories. Surely Fulton county 1s 
big enough for Atlanta to grow in, and if 
a change in the location of the depot is neces- 
sary to foster this growth, this is one of the 
best reasons why the location should be chang- 
ed. Or is it that the Kimball house and other 
‘infant industries’ In that section are de- 
pendent upon the depot for existance”?

Back Tax Question. 

Editor Constitution—The conservative and 
fair spirit manifested in your editorial on ‘‘The 
Back Tax Question,’’ in the {issue of February

the-decision of that court {Is far-reachifg in 
its effect, and not only takes in the special 
companies named, but all other individuals 
and corporations in the state of Georgia, who

| are not especially exempted by law, and this |

special exemption {s practically only in favor 
of.national banks and church psoperty. These 
corporations have been, as they thought, fully 
complying with the law as it existed on the 
statute books. Their returns were made and 
accepted by the authorities and no question 
4Sqt0 further Iiability was ever raised. The 
corporations have been, in good falfth, for 
these many years complying with this law, and 
settling with their stockholders on that basis. 
They should not be looked upon as culprits. 
They should not be dealt with as open violators 
of the law. ‘They should not be discriminated 
in the exactment of back taxes to a 
greater extent than similar corporations have 
been permitted to return:their taxes, who are 
not operating under this special law. 

We do not believe that the county commis- 
sfoners, who are themselves taxpayers, would 
impose a hardship upon individuals and cor- 
porations, who have, under the laws, been 
honestly paying what they conceived to be their 
just taxes, and who hold. receipts in full for 
all such taxes from the proper authorities. 

Many of these corporations are composed of 
stockholders who are outside of the state of 
Georgia, These stockholders of the corpora- 
tions have received their money back with 
profits based on the expenses, including taxes 
paid by the corporations according to the law

as perfectly good. Thera is no way of reach- 
ing those who have received their money on 
that basis, and to ask those who remain to 
pay the delinquent taxes of those who cannot 
be reached would be an injustice to the pres- 
ent investors in thése corporations. And to 
require these corporations only to pay back 
taxes and to permit other corporations and
